INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



A telephonic interview was conducted the morning of May 18, 2007 in which the 
Examiner and the undersigned attorney were the sole participants. The Handworker 
reference was discussed in conjunction with Claims 1 and 17. The Examiner stated that 
she considered the layer of rocks (53) to satisfy the limitations requiring a plurality of 
hold-downs. The undersigned attorney respectfully disagreed with the Examiner's 
position and noted that the rocks (53) of Handwerker are not "coupled" to the skirt (52) of 
Handwerker, but rather are placed upon it. The undersigned attorney notes that the 
ordinary meaning of the word "coupled" is that the two components are joined or 
connected. No agreements were entered.
